Phillip  Burton  (Southern  Cal.  '47),  the 
California  congressman  who  came  with- 
in one  vote  of  the  majority  leader  posi- 
tion in  the  U.S.  House  of  Representa- 
tives, died  April  10  He  was  56. 

During  his  career.  Brother  Burton

Phil  Burton  was  born  in  Cincinnati  in 
1926.  His  family  moved  to  San  Fran- 
cisco, where  he  attended  public  schools. 
Burton  received  hiB  Bachelor  of  Arts 
degree  from  the  University  of  Southern 
California  in  1947.  There,  he  became  a 
member  of  Sig  Ep's  California  Beta 
chapter.  In  1952,  he  earned  a  law  degree 
from  Golden  Gate  University,  where  he 
had  attended  night  classes. 

During  World  War  II,  Brother  Burton 
was  in  the  Navy.  During  the  Korean 
War.  he  was  a  first  lieutenant  in  the  Air 
Force  In  his  congressional  career,  he 
was  a  severe  critic  of  the  Defense  Depart- 
ment. He  opposed  U.S.  involvement  in 
Vietnam  from  the  outset,  and  opposed 
all  appropriations  for  the  conduct  •>(  the 
war.  including  the  first  supplemental 
appropriations  u 


assemblyman. 

In  1964,  he  was  elected  to  the  U.S. 
House  of  Representatives.  At  the  time  of 
his  death,  he  chaired  the  House  Interior 
and  Insular  Affairs  Subcommittee  on 
national  parks  and  insular  affairs.  He 
also  chaired  the  House  Delegation  to  the 
NATO  parliamentary  conference.
